Replying to H C. Farthing, Con- 
servative, Calgary, as to whether 
there had been a rush of actions, Mr.

Need of Confidence 
. Mr. Farthing pointed to the desir- 
ability of having a feeling of mutual 
confidence between debtor and cre- 
ditor. He thought it might not give 
a good impression for the bill to be 
introduced at such a late hour 

Hon. Mr Hoadley, who was lead- 
ing the government, said the need 
was so urgent, it was desired to ad- 
vance the’ bill without delay. How- 
ever, if there was any objection, the 
government would not ask for second 
reading and the responsibility for 
the delay would be on those who ob- 
jected, 

Mr. Farthing: “I am not objecting 
to second reading It is just the im- 
pression which might be created by 
the bill coming in at this time that I 
wished to draw attention to.” 

W..R Howson, Liberal leader, said 
that he was in favor of giving the 
bill second reading. In his opinion, 
however, the bill did not go far 
enough, as the same protection should 
be given the home-owner in the city, 
town, and village as the farmer. As 
the’ bill stood, it did not give pro- 
tection to the home-owner who was 
not living n his property He sug- 
gested that such a change should be 
made. , 

Would Include Retailers 

M. C. McKeen, U.F.A., Lac Ste. 
Anne, said he felt that retailers also 
might be included, though for the 
present he did not press the point.

Board of Three 

The bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a board of review of three 
persons, one of whom is to be a 
judge of the supreme court of Al- 
berta, who is to be the chairman. 
Appeal may be taken by any person 
aggrieved by the action of the direc- 
tor of the debt adjustment board. 

An important’ section provides 
against certain actions being taken 
or continued against a resident far- 
mer without the consent in writing 
of the director in any case. 

Neither may action be taken with- 
out a permit from the director, 
against a resident home-owner, should 
the case relate to or affect the land 
he occupies as his home. A resident 
home-owner is defined as a person 
who is actually resident and person- 
ally living in the province who occu- 
pies as his home any land of which 
he is the owner or may be entitled 
to become the owner by virtue of 
any agreement, option to purchase or 
the terms of any lease. 

Another part of the bill empowers 
the: director, as a condition of re- 
fusing a permit, to give directions to 
the debtor as to the conduct of his 
affairs. He may determine the basis 
open which the debtor ought to pay 
the claims of his creditors and to di- 
rect the debtor to pay the same ac- 
cordingly. 

A discretionary power is given the 
director in any case in which a cer- 
tificate, giving protection. under the 
act, has been issued to a resident 
farmer. The director may direct 
disposal of any crop grown by or any 
livestock of the resident farmer, or 
both, notwithstanding any mortgage, 
lien, charge or crop-share agreement, 
and also direct that the proceeds 
paid to the director. ' 


. Powers of Director 

In distributing the proceeds, the 
director is empowered, firstly, to pay 
sums borrowed or debts incurred by 
the farmer in growing and harvest- 
ing the crop “or any money borrowed 
or debts incurred by the resident 
farmer during the’ period of six 
months before the sale of any live- 
stock for the purpose of preparing 
the same for market.” 

Secondly, the proceeds are to go 
for paying any taxes on the property 
in the year in which the order is 


resident farmer and his family for a 
period of not more than 11 months.” 

Fourthly, the balance is to be dis- 
tributed among persons lawfully en- 
titled thereto.

Buffalo National Park 


From the Report of Parks Commis- 
sioner, J. B. Harkin 


Precipitation during the summer of 
1931 was above the average, and not- 
withstanding the-fact that the range 
is taxed to capacity, there was a no- 
ticeable improvement in grazing con- 
ditions and consequently in the condi- 
tion of the animals. The herd of 
buffalo now numbers 6,315 head in- 
cluding the past year’s natural in- 
crease of 1,684. In addition to this 
great herd of buffalo, the park also 
provides sanctuary for a number of 
other species of mammals, including 
2,500 mule deer, 916 elks, 86 moose, 
1 antelope, 80 yak, 33 hybrids, and 9 
domestic cattle, all of which are do- 
ing well. 

Visitors 

A gratifying increase is shown in 
the number of visitors during the 
year 18,461 having registered, com- 
pared to 12,537 for the corresponding 
period last year, the number being 
made up as follows: Wainwright 
gate (Home Paddock), 11,286; Har- 
disty gate (Alexander's), 1,745; and 
Farm gate, 430. A number even 
greater than that recorded, visited 
the Park as many neglected to 
register.

Many H.S. Subjects 
Little Value to Pupils 


What the high schools teach 
and should teach, is here discuss- 
ed -by a member of the Edmon- 
ton public school system teach- 
ing staff, Dr, Willis, who teach- 
es mathematics in Victoria high 
school, expresses his views on . 
what is achieved by the teach- 
ing of subjects now prescribed 
and suggests wider opinion to 
Students in the choice of sub- 
jects. ,

Courses of study in the high school 
are and, no doubt, should be under 
fire. Is the education provided worth 
what it costs? Is it the best that 
can be provided for the money 
spent? 

Assuredly, much more value could 
and should be obtained for the money 
spent in education and the cause is 
not far to seek. 

The great majority of our high 
school stibjects are very valuable to 
a few students but are of little or no 
value to most of the students who 
study them. The real questions in 
education are not, “shall we teach 
algebra? shall we teach Latin? shall 
we teach French, but to whom shall 
we teach algebra, Latin, French, 
etc.,” and “how much of each sub- 
ject shall we teach?” 

Most of our ideas with regard to 
educational objectives have been per- 
vaded by a sloppy sentimentalism 
and much middle-headed thinking. 
Educational leadership has lagged 
behind, due to lack of training along’ 
scientific educational lines. Many 
teachers (not real educationists) still 
regard the aim of the high schools 
as character building, while . others 
still believe that study of algebra, 
trigonometry, Latin, French, etc., will 
broaden the mental horizon. Some 
even fee) that such difficult subjects 
train the mind so that a man who 
has studied them will be more capa- 
ble as a business man, diplomat, 
banker, doctor, or what not, as a re- 
sult of such study. 

, Waste of Time 

University matriculation and nor- 
mal entrance both require many sub- 
jects that are largely a waste of time 
for the majority of those studying 
them. Mathematics should be taken 
up only by those who intend to go 
on to higher mathematics, engineer- 
ing, accountancy, or are genuinely 
interested in mathematics Not more 
than 10 per cent. of the students in 
the high school should study mathe- 
matics and a similar situation ap- 
pears with regard to the foreign

those subjects in which he intends to 
pursue further study in the university 
and for the remainder of his course 
should be allowed a wide choice 
partly from subjects of broad cul- 
tural value such as astronomy, geol- 
ogy, broad courses in history, general 
science, economics, etc,, and partly 
from subjects which are generally 
useful, such as shorthand, typing, 
motor mechanics, hygiene, etc. 

Little General Value. _ 

While the school does some char- 
acter building in an incidental way, 
such work, except in boarding schools 
must be left to the home, the church, 
and other agencies. The main effect 
on character, where students have to 
study many subjects which never will 
be of any use to them and for 
which they have neither inclination 
or ability, is to encourage bluffing, 
slovenly work, just sufficient to make 
& pass mark and a general distaste 
for schooling. 

Subjects like astronomy, general 
sciencé, economics, history, etc. 
taught with a view to their broad 
general significance, not their petty 
details, do broaden the mind and give 
us an idea of the physical, mental, 
political, etc., words about us but the 
majority of our high school subjects 
such as mathematics, history, (as 
prescribed) languages, etc., are of 
little general value to those who wish 
to pursue the study of these subjects 
‘further. 

The study of difficult subjects such 
as mathematics and languages does 
not traint he mind to think, in fact 
they tend to hinder broad thinking 
and to focus thought along stereo- 
typed lines, to some slight -extent. 
Further, if any general training were 
obtained from these subjects, just as 
much of such training could be ob- 
tained from subjects that are more 
directly useful. 

Asa case in point, many of our 
hospitals require XI standing for en- 
trance to a school of nursing. [It is 
very difficult to see how two courses 
in algebra, two in geometry and two 
in a foreign language will be of much 
use to a girl, entering a nursing 
school. However, these subjects are 
allowed for admission and most of 
them required. Probably, noné of 
these subjects should be allowed and 
in their place more work in domestic 
science, dietetics, chemistry, etc., re- 
quired.— Exchange.

As soon 
as the voucher is redeemed it is cancelled and retired from cir- 
culation. 


Discussion: ; 

Certain natural objections to the plan are evident. For 
instance, it is said that the whole plan is based upon a sales-tax 
and that business cannot stand it. The answer to this argu- 
ment is easy. Admitting that the 4% discount accepted by each 
holder of the voucher is in the nature of a sales-tax, it is readily 
seen that this is the only tax in existence which has the direct 
effect of stimulating business activity. Whereas an ordinary 
sales-tax represents a slice of your profit taken by the Goyern- 
ment because you have done a stroke of business, the tax in- 
volved here is a portion of your profit which you voluntarily 
contribute directly to your own community for the purpose of 
speeding up business. Business men realize that taxation is the 
order of the day. It is inevitable. By accepting the voluntary 
taxation involved in the Burnell Plan you may prevent compul- 
sory taxation of a more unpleasant type. 

Another objection to the plan is summed up in the words, 
“I don’t like scrip schemes.” Here, in, it is.a matter of fac- 
ing what. is almost inevitable. Whether you like it or not, scrip 
is rapidly worming its way into the commercial life of western 
Canada, and will probably be adopted in many communities dur- 
ing the coming year. Some scrip schemes have more objection- 
able features than others. Great advantage will ensue if, instead 
of encouraging the mushroom growth of a score of unrelated 
scrip issues, we firmly establish one plan which is economically 
sound and applicable to the whole West. 

Some critics have suggested that an inherent-danger of the 
Burnell Plan lies in the possibility of vouchers getting “stuck 
halfway”, and not completing the full round of 14 transactions. 
The likelihood of this occurring is so slight as to be practically 
negligible. As each voucher travels from the farmer to the 
ultimate holder there is actual cash behind it. The cash back- 
ing is never less than 54%, and it is constantly growing as peo- 
ple use the vouchers. Value increases with use, and every 
voucher is 100% redeemable in cash to the 14th holder. No wise 
business man will refuse to accept the vouchers if the integrity 
of the issuing organization is firmly established. -If he refuses 
to aceept the vouchers he simply drives business across the 
street to the merchant who will accept them. 

The sponsors of this plan fully realize the importance of 
public confidence. They are setting up a Board of Directors 
comprised of business men whose names are well known to the 
people of the West,—men whose associations with the plan will 
automatically establish its integrity and inspire the necessary 
confidence. : 

The plan has been studied by professional and business men, 
economists and financiers. Weaknesses have been checked and 
remedied. It has how reached a stage where it has received the 
endorsement and backing of many of the most level-headed 
leaders in the West.

A little onion juice adds much to 
the flavor of French dressing. 

Roll some of the doughnut dough 
to about one-fourth inch ‘thick; wrap 
it around a stoned date which has 
been stuffed with a walnut meat, and 
fry in hot fat till golden brown. 

When making cookies cut some of 
the rolled-out dough in strips about 
an inch wide and six inches long and 
fold them to resemble bow-knois;
